Numismatic Literature is the American Numismatic Society’s periodic survey 
of recent publications in or related to numismatics with abstracts of their 
contents. Number 147 lists 596 titles submitted to the International Editor, Oliver 
Hoover, from May, 2003 through September, 2003. Readers will find a usage guide 
for this work on page xii. 

Although the international board of contributing editors has been the 
backbone of this publication since 1967 and continues to be the most important 
source of material for NL, advances in technology, particularly the growth of the 
Internet, now make it possible for abstract authors to send electronic 
submissions directly to the International Editor by writing to 
numlit@numismatics.org. It is hoped that by expanding the number of people 
with direct involvement in NL the comprehensiveness and utility of the series 
will likewise be improved. 

The present volume was entirely produced from the XML files used to 
create the growing online version of NL, which can be found at 
http://www.numismatics.org/numlit. This online version is updated with new 
entries on an ongoing basis, allowing users to see what will be included in 
upcoming print volumes and what is still lacking. We encourage readers to fill in 
gaps by sending abstracts. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are always welcome and may 
be addressed to the International Editor. We thank all those who have 
contributed to NL in the past and hope that interest and participation will 
continue to grow. 

The International Editor was responsible for administering the collection of 
bibliographic information and abstracts. Subsequent editing, layout, and 
production was overseen by the Technical Editor, Sebastian Heath, with the 
generous help of ANS Editor, Mu$erref Yetim. The processes used to format NL 
147 are summarized in the Technical Note on page xii. Joanne Isaac provided 
valuable administrative support.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 

Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographical information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 
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1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, 
Italian or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation 
into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

1. Volume and/or issue number 

2. Date of the Journal 

3. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

4. Page numbers on which the article appears 

5. Presence of illustrations 


If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

1. Complete title of the collection 

2. Place of publication and name of publisher 

3. Date of publications 

4. Page numbers on which the article appears 

5. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

1. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

2. Place of publication and name of publisher 

3. Date of publication 

4. Total number of pages 

5. Presence of illustrations 

6. ISBN, optional 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments that should be brought to the reader’s attention, and 
the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographical information alone 
may be given and the abstract omitted. 

The Abstract 


Definition An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not 
offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from 50 to 200 words in length, depending on the 
importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language 
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most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish. All abstracts 
must include the full name of the abstractor. 

Submissions 

Material may be sent to the International Editor by e-mail (preferred), in 
printed form, on CD-ROM, or on diskette. CD-ROMs and diskettes should be for 
Microsoft Windows. Any file format readable by Microsoft Word is acceptable. 
Please also send a hard-copy version to the International Editor if entries contain 
diacritical marks or non-Westem European characters. 


TECHNICAL NOTE 

As with volumes of NL since number 144, Numismatic Literature 147 is the 
product of ongoing efforts to take advantage of the flexibility of standards-based 
digital publication while continuing to recognize the need to make printed 
volumes available to the numismatic community. The information bound in these 
pages has been available on the Society's website since late 2003. The on-line 
version of this document is sorted by subject, author, and date added. The 
printed version is produced from a PDF file, which is itself generated directly 
from XML files. The conversion from XML to PDF is partially implemented with 
the FOP formatter under development by the Apache Project. This software can 
be freely downloaded by following the links at http://xml.apache.org/fop. 
Because the work-flow that produced the printed version is under active 
development and uses software that is itself in the early stages of 
implementation, readers may find that certain details of the formatting vary 
from what would be possible if the entire text were formatted by hand. It is 
hoped that these details do not detract from the essential goal of promoting 
awareness of recent numismatic scholarship. The bibliographic entries were 
typeset using the Gentium font, which, at the time of writing, is available at the 
URLhttp://www.sil.org/computing/catalog/show_software.asp?id=83. 


USAGE 


The basic organization of the titles listed in Numismatic Literature is by 
subject, with each subject heading followed by titles listed alphabetically by 
author. The first occurrence of each title is numbered in bold and is accompanied 
by an abstract when one is available. Many titles, however, address wide-ranging 
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topics and are therefore listed under more than one subject heading. Additional 
occurrences of a title beyond the first are unnumbered. If an unnumbered title 
has an abstract, the number of its first occurrence is given. The following excerpt 
from the Roman Imperial section illustrates the format used throughout:

A few of the collected titles refer to web pages. In these cases, the URL is 
given following the entry. These URLs were valid at the time the title was 
submitted to the International Editor. 

Finally, an Author Index, beginning at page 115, lists entry numbers for all 
authors.

Dark Age Greece was the starting point for the major changes in Greek culture 
seen in the Archaic Age. This paper lays out the vast difference between life in 
Dark Age Greece and in the more advanced cultures of the Near East and Egypt. 
This contrast serves as a focus for understanding how destabilizing those 
cultures must have been to Greeks coming into contact with them. While most 
studies have focused on merchants as the main point of contact, here the Greek 
mercenaries whom we know fought in Egypt and throughout the Near East in 
the late Dark and Archaic Ages. Service as mercenaries not only exposed Greeks 
to material cultures more sophisticated than their own; that service also served 
to consolidate ideas of the Hellenic "ethnicity". In addition, contact served to 
heighten the awareness that the inherited status structures based on birth 
"back home" could possibly be changed in favor of those who had gained 
wealth and self-confidence abroad. The author deals especially with the real 
and symbolic role of coinage in this cultural self-awakening. Whatever the 
practical advantages of coined money, and whatever the practical relation of 
the introduction of coinage had to pre-existing monetary systems of western 
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Asia, its symbolic power was to make concrete the centrality of portable wealth 
in undermining the authority of immobile, land-based wealth. It was a potent 
symbol, too, of the relativity of power -that money was the actual root of 
power, no mater what myths existed to validate the continued rule of an 
adscriptive elite; that as coinage, money was much more visible and obtainable 
than before; and that as more visible and obtainable, more easily used to 
destabilize existing elitist intellectual and power structures. In sum, the 
introduction of coinage is part of the cultural shift influenced by Greek 
mercenary contact with the civilizations of the Near East and Egypt, and 
emblematic of the cultural results of Greek experience with those more 
sophisticated areas.

Interpreting coin types is often a difficult task and the difficulty becomes 
even greater when it comes to Cretan coinage. Among the many narrative or 
non-narrative types of Cretan numismatic iconography, for example, the dog 
that suckles an infant on the silver staters, drachms, tetrobols and 
tetradrachms of Kydonia is of particular interest, since different interpretations 
have been offered over the years. Similar is the case of the silver staters of 
Gortyn of the second half of the 4th and first half of the 3rd centruiy BC, where 
a female figure is depicted seated on the branch of a tree. The problem of 
interpreting types such as these and many more narrative scenes and figures 
on Cretan coins is caused partly because of the proliferation of myth in the late 
Classical and Hellenistic periods and partly because we lack local sources for 
Cretan mythology. Surviving sources are based on myths and variations of 
myth from mainland Greece, often misleading as far as Cretan iconography is 
concerned. In addition, artistic influences from mainland Greece or the 
execution of dies by traveling non-Cretan engravers make things even mistier 
since the individuality of Cretan tradition is "contaminated" with foreign 
elements, thereby making the proper interpretation of numismatic types 
virtually imposible.

The triobols follow the so-called reduced Aeginetan standard, with an average 
weight of about 2.6 gr. each; these can be attributed to the very last years of the 
4th up to the first decades of the 3rd cent. BC. The tetradrachm of Antiochus I, 
minted in Seleucia on the Tigris c. 278-274 BC, is important for the chronology 
of the find. In a total of 23 coin hoards found in the Peloponnese, buried in the 
period between the middle of the 4th and the 2nd cent. BC four include Seleucid 
tetradrachms (17 in all) of which 8 were minted in Seleucia on the Tigris. It is 
probably an emergency hoard connected either with the troubled times of 
Cleomenes Ill's war (228-222 BC) or the Social War (220-217 BC). Thus, the 
period around the year 220 BC is grosso modo suggested as the possible burial 
date. The Gythion find is another important hoard for the dating of the triobols 
of Sikyon and also provides further evidence for coin circulation in the 
Peloponnese during the second part of the 3rd cent. BC.

The silver coins of Hierapytna (tetradrachms, didrachms and drachms) 
bearing the head of Tyche on the obverse were minted between 110 and 80 BC 
and probably reflect the prosperity of the city during this period. This 
prosperity was the result not only of the Hierapytnian control over the rich 
territory of Praisos, but also of the increase in wine production in Hierapytna. 
The last suggestion is based on the finds of sealed Hierapytnian amphorae in 
Alexandria in Egypt, Kallatis in the Black Sea area and at the Tiypitos 
promontory in the area of Siteia, where exacation has revealed part of an 
important Hellenistic site. The bee emblem that has been used to seal an 
amphora, as the official badge of Hierapytna, is also depicted on the reverse of 
two Hierapytnian bronze coins in the collection of the Ashmolean Museum in 
Oxford. It is possible that the selection of the bee as a symbol was related to the 
conquest of Praisos by Hierapytna, since the type is typical for the Praisian 
coinage. The inscription engraved on the amphora sealing and on the two 
bronze coins is an abbreviation of the Hierapytnian ethnic: IE. On other seals on 
Hierapytnian amphoras the ethnic is inscribed in whole (lE(A)P?IIYTNl[ON]) 
and names of officials (IOEOE, ILAIION) are inscribed too. Something similar is 
evident on the silver coinage of Hierapytna bearing the head of Tyche, minted 
from 110 BC onwards. The ethnic does not appear in full on any coin before 110 
BC and names of the officials start appearing on coins in the second half of the 
2nd century BC. It is probably the period during which Hierapytna starts 
organising its coinage in order to ease economic and administrative control of 
her expanded territory. The same control was probably applied during this 
period on commerce. It is therefore suggested that Hierapytnian amphorae and 
coins depicting a bee should be dated after 145 BC and rather towards the end 
of the the 2nd century BC.

Per 
tali serie si h sostenuta una cronologia "bassa" (300/290-280 a.C.) e si k proposto 
di identiflcame lo standard ponderale con la fase intermedia del peso tolemaico 
adottato dal 310 a.C., probabilmente in concomitanza con un cambiamento 
della ratio tra oro e argento. I. "pegasi" provengono sia da Corinto che dalle sue 
colonie (Anactorion, Amphilochian Argos, Thyrrheion) e presentano simboli e 
monogrammi differenti, ma cronologicamente appartengono tutti al V periodo 
Ravel (387-306 a.C.). Delle emissioni argive, scarsamente studiate, si £ 
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presentata la classificazione e si d proposta una cronologia molto ampia, 
dovendo necessariamente appartenere al periodo precedente l'ingresso della 
cittjl nella Lega Achea.

Before entering his curule 
aedile office Plancius was accused of electoral corruption, but being defended 
by Cicero was acquitted. The summation of his own military service on his coin 
types anticipates the answer to the question that was raised by the prosecution 
at his trial. "You ask" said Cicero, "what military service has he seen? He was a 
soldier in Crete and he was a military tribune in Macedonia".This 
complementary summation of the two different types can also be moved into 
the mythological sphere of the onomastic: Karanos for the Deductio-Heros of 
the Macedonians, which is also the name for the wild goat called Karano by the 
Cretans.

The author of this paper identifies three coins of the Republic of 
Colombia, silver eight reales, 1821, Ba (Bogota), J.F. (assayer initials, on the 
obverse on the Indian's neck the script monogram M.Q. incuse. The 
countermark was applied by coin press. The by-laws discovered by Garcia y 
Garcia were published in the newspaper Gaceta del Gobiemo del Ecuador on 
January 5th, 1833. This publication shows that the coins with this mark do not 
belong to 1832. This paper has a second part consisting in documents, many of 
which were not published until now." Although documents related to the use of 
this countermark show that the mark should consist of three letters MDQ 
(Moneda de Quito), the author is of the opinion that the marks found on 
surviving coins can only be read as MQ (Moneda Quitena).
